Fathor!Monnicr, of the Nazareth 
Mission, is probably Hongkong’s 
oldest European resident, and to- 
morrow wili be the Diamond Jubilee 
of his connection with the Mission. 
The following appreciation ‘of this 
aged Catholle priest is» written by 
Father G. Byrne, S. J.: 


The public certainly docs not know 
that, in the lorge house—with its 
clock and bell tower—which over- 


‘looks part of the Dalry’Farm‘run, a 


kindly old pricst muy sometimes, on 
one of those beautiful sunset even- 
ings known to Nazareth, glance at 
the little provender-benring railway 
and think of the far distant days 
when there were not many .cxpert 
mechanics in Hongkong and so the 
Dalry Farm turned to him to engineer 
its . project, Nazareth Is a silent 
house: the octogenarian, Father 
Monnicr, whose Diamond Jubilee as 
a member of thelr Congregation his 
brother priests celebrate on Saturday, 
is one of the insplrers of its silent 
deals. Neither Nazareth nor Father 
Monnier will proclaim from the bell 
tower the facts lhat I disclose. 


Is Father Monnier the oldest resi- 
dent In Hongkong? I cannot say: I 
feel sure that he fs the oldest forelyn 
resident, He came to Hongkong in 
December 1884, und now he Its 
brightly walking towards, not 
languidly awalting for, the 84th. 
milestone on the road of fe. We 
hope to see him pnos it in November. 


* Father Rouseille, having laid aside 
the office of Superior General of the 
Paris Foreign Misslonury Society, 
embarked, via India, for China, He 
was. looking for recruits for pionecr- 
ing work. : 


From Indin he wrote home, “I 
have found the man I want.” The 
man he wanted was a young mis- 
sionary priest planted for great work 
in Indla,-but to be transplanted for 
greater, if Icss spectacular, work in 
Hongkong. Thus did Father Monnier 
come here. Thus was created a 
Power House on the Pokulum Road 
—Nazarcth. He who speaks of 
Nazarcth must speal. of Father 
Monnier; and he who watches Father 
Monnier at work sees Nazareth grow.

A Power House? But where are 
the cables? The cables are between 
carth and Heaven, The accumula- 
tors are priedicus in unpretentious 
rooms. Whatever view one may 
tuke of Christianity, one must admit 
that it has been, and still $s, a force 
of world-wide activity.

It is a frightening thing to 
contemplate and calculate the 
price the world is going to pay 
for the stubborn addiction of 
nations to policies of non-co- 
operation. There have been 
plenty of examples in the past 
to warn responsible leaders off 
the roud on which the present 
race of competition is being run. 
But although there are a few 
with vision enough -to ‘foresee 
the ultimate unhappiness for 
which they are headed, circum- 
stances have dragged them along 
with those whose lack of judg- 
ment and recklessness lead them 
to desperate expedients. 


Had it not been for a certain 


ness, mingled with fear of 
peralysing competition and even 
attack from some other quarter, 
Japan might have won a mea- 
sure of co-operation from China 
nine months ago which would 
have been of inestimable value 
As it is she 
has plunged the two nations 
into a maelstrom from which 
both may emerge permanently 
handicapped economically and 
certainly with hurts which it 
will take years to ‘heal. The 
cost of such a war as this is 
incalculable; for the people will 
continue to pay for its conse- 
quences all through the weary 
years -of reconstruction. And 
if Japan believes that by victory 
she can extract from China the 
millions .she will need to -reha- 
bilitate herself and the’. pro- 
vinees she occupies, she is sadly 
mistaken, The fallacy of that 
assumption has been proved 
too often to require argument 
here. The best Japan can hope 
for is an armistice upon which 
to try, once more, to build for 
permanent penee and under- 
standing.

The planet that passed near 
the enrth at the end of last 
October was 2 small body, prob- 
ably not: more than one mile in 
diameter. Its weight would be

ons. : 


Roughly speaking, we esti- 
mate that its weight exceeded 
that of the Arizona meteor by 
as many times og that in turn 
exceeded the Siberian’ meteor, 
arid by comparing the results of 
these two impacts we’ can ob- 
tain some idea of what the re- 
sults of the collision with this 
planet would have been! © :

SAFEGUARD FOR ORDERLINESS 


“AU of these are important. But 
‘the interest and concern of the United 
States—whether in the Far East or 
any other part of the Pacific areca, 
Europe or anywhere else in the 
world—ore not measured alone by 
the number of American citizens re- 
siding in a particular country, or by 
the volume of investment or trade, 
or by -the exceptional conditions 
pecullar to a particular arca. There 
ig the much broader and more funda- 
mental interest—which is that the

Intionships should be maintained, 
What is most of all ot stake to-day 
throughout the world is the future 
of the fundamental principles which 
must be the foundation of inter- 
patlonaol order, as opposed to inter- 
national anarchy.”. 


Mr, Cordell Hull proceeded to re- 
fute the contentions of the “Isola- 
tlonists at any price’, and said: "The 
momentous question is whether the 
doctrine of force shall become cn- 
throned once more and inexorably to 
bring in -its | wake international 
anarchy and the relapse into bar- 
barism, or whether the penceful na- 
tions, fervently attached to the.prin- 
ciples which. underlie international 
order, shall worle unceaslngly to pro- 
mote and preserve Iaw and order, 
morality and justice, as the unshake- 
able bases of civilised international 
relations.” 


DARE NOT TURN ITS BACK 


Mr, Hull depicted in striking langu- 
age what the consequences would be 
if the United States turned its back 
on the whole problem and declined 
contribution to its solutlon—how it 
would mean a brenk with the coun- 
try'’s past and upheave its foreign 
interests nnd domestic situation. 


“Tsolation docs not mean security; 
it Is.a fruitful source of insecurity,” 
he declared. 


Concluding the Secretary of State 
eloquently outlined the aims for 
which they were striving, the first 
of which was peace in a world in 
which the forces of militarism, terri- 
torial aggression and international 
anarchy would become utterly odlous, 
revolting and intolerable to the con- 
sclence of mankind.—Reuter..

That 
would mean between three and four 
years’ delay in delivery because the 
turrets were the parts of the ship 
taking the: longest time to con- 
struct. But the Admiralty was 
proceeding with the preparation 
of all plants necessary and 
would be ready to go ahead 
with 16-inch guns for battleships in 
the projected White Paper, though 
he hoped this would not be necessary, 

The naval authorities are fully 
satished «with their 14-Inch. guns 
which might well be as-efficient as 


4 36-inch-guns mounted by people they 


thought would not be able to man 
them as well os British sailors. 
With regard to cruisers, Germany 
‘was the only country building 8-inch 
gun ships. “We have no suspicion 
that Japan js building any,” he added. 
With regard to the suggestion of

of cruiser between 10,000 and 25,000 
tons, Col. Liewellin said at present 
there was no indication she was doing 
anything of the sort, 
that she. was we would not hesitate to 
consult our fellow signatories to 
treatics to use the escalator clause,” 
he said.

In the absence of the First Lord of the Admiralty 

~’ Who is ill with influenza, “the Parliamentary” Secretary 
presented in the House of Commons the Navy Estimates 
totalling’ £123,707,000, an increase of some £18,600,000 
over last year. Of this total, £30,000,000 is to be raised 


under the Defence Loans Act. 


‘Expenditure on new 


construction—apart from vessels in the 1938 programme 
which. will be the subject of supplementary estimates— 
ig £41,500,000, compared with £18,000,000 in the 1914 


estimates. 


Regarding this “unparalleled peace-time activity” 
Mr. Shakespeare said even allowing for an increase in the 


cost of shipbuilding, the figures showed that Britain was. 


making a greater effort now than. before the Great War. 


As to the 1938 programme the 
number of ships had been announced, 
but the question of qualitative limits 
was affected by the position of Japan. 
Up to the present no Information 
had been supplied by Japan in reply

The Convoy Problem ° 


After answering a number. of 
criticisms, which he said had been 
formulated over recent years, os to 
the design of ships, including the 
questlon of dual firing, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary spoke of the 
attitude of the Admiralty to the 
question of convoy. Varied provi- 
sion.must be made for the different 
dangers to which merchant shipping 
might be exposed in varlous  cir- 
cumstances. Where trade was of 
great importance or density and 
Hable to attack by surface vessels, 
submarines or alrcratt the Admiralty 
view was that sullably escorted con- 
voy would provide the best means

nine months ago which would 
have been of inestimable value 
to both countries. As it is she 
nas plunged the two nations 
into a meelstrom from which 
both may emerge permanently 
handicapped -economically and 
with hurts which it 


will take years to heal. The 


cost of such a war as this is 
incalculable; for the people will 
continue to pay for its conse- 


quences all through the weary 
years of reconstruction. And 
if Japan believes that by victory 


she can extract from China the 


millions she will need to reha-

It pierced through the hard 
sandstone rock and the heat 
that was generated produced so 
great a quantity of. steam that 
the whole of the meteoric mass 
was shot out again with. explo- 
sive violence. ; 


There is no record of what 
the effects of this explosion 
were, but as this metcor was 
several hundred times heavier 
than the Siberian one, its de- 
structive effect must have been 
serious up to a distance of 100 
or 200 miles. 


The planet that passed near 
the ‘earth at the: end of last 
October was a small body, prob- 
ably not more than one ‘mile in 
diameter. Its weight would be 
somewhere about 1,000,000,000 
tons. 


Roughly speaking, we esti- 
mate that its weight exceeded 
that of the Arizona meteor by 
as many times as that in turn 
exceeded the Siberian meteor, 
and by comparing the results of 
these two impacts’ we can ob- 
tain some idea of what the re- 
sults of the collision with this 
planct would have been! . 

We may say, perhaps, that the 
earth has had a narrow escape. 
But was it really so very nar- 
row? If a marksman aimed at 
a Gin. target and missed it by 
26ft.,.we should consider it a 
pretty bad miss.

’ tions,” was expressed by Mr. 


' Cordell Hull, Secretary of 


> . declaring 


State, in an address to-day 
- to the National Press Club. 


© recalled his stutement of the 
ovneiples of American policy made 
on July 10, 1937, In which on over- 
whelming majority of governments 
of the world jolned in affirming: thelr 
faith, and he said that the crucial 
Issues to-day were whether these 
-principles would be vitalised and 
firmly established ‘as on foundation of 
International order,-or whether inter- 
notional anarchy, based on brute force 
would inundaote the world and 
ultimately sweep away the very bases 
of elvilisation and progress, 

Denling with American re-arma- 
ment, Mr, Hull emphasised that no 
policy could prove more disastrous 
than for on tmportant nation to fall 
to arm adequately when international 
Jawlessness was on the rampage, In 
hia considered judgment, in the pre- 
sent state of world’ affairs, to do less 
than was now proposed would Jay the 
United Stntes open to unpredictable 
hazards, and would seriously restrict 
the United States ability to command, 
without the purpose or occasion for 
resorting to arms, proper respect for 
its legitimate rights und interests, the 
surrender of which would constitute 
nbandonment of the fundamental 
principles of justice, morality and 
peace among the natlons. 

NO ILL-WILL 

Mr. Hull declared that the Ameri- 
can Government pursucd a world 
policy of non-interference with Sil- 
‘wil? towards no nation, but with the 
sincere desire to be friendly with all, 
At the same time it endeavoured to 
afford appropriate protection for 
' American citizens and their interests 

everywhere. They had ‘sought in 

recent months to exercise a = moral 
influence and to co-opernie jn every 
way practicable with all the peace- 
seeking nations in support of the 
_ basic. principles which were indis-, 
pensable for the promotion of stable 
peace, and they affirmed on every 
possible occasion, and urged on all 
nations, the supreme need for kecp~- 
ing alive the practising of sound, 
fundamental principles in the rela- 
tions between the clvilised peoples. 
He emphasised that there was 
not the slightest Intention of using 
the American armed forces to police 
the world, and cqually there was 
not the slightest Intention of abandon- 
ing the deep concern for, and ad- 
vocacy of, the establishment cvery- 
where of International order under 
the Iaw based on well-recognised 
principles té which he had referred. 
They were profoundly convined that 
the most effective contribution they 
as a nation, sincerely devoted to the 
enuse of peace, could make in the 
tragle conditions of mankind to-day, 
was to have the United States res- 
pected throughout the world for 
its Integrity, justice, — yoodwill, 
strength, and unswerving loyally to 
principles, 
WAR REFERENDUM 
Referring to the suggestion for a 
+ popular referendum on the subject of 
war, Mr. Cordell Hull 
asked what warrant was thera. for 
the assumption that the Chief Exccu- 
tive and Congress would ever be more 
Iicely and more eager to embark on 
war than the general body of citizens, 
On the other hand, the adoption of a 
referendum plan would hopelessly 
handicap the Government in its con- 
duct" of foreign relations.

In his Judgment, Hls Lordship sald; 

The point which’ I reserved for 
consideration In this action is whether 
or no the document dated March 18, 
1935 signed by defendant and sent 
by him to the plaintl's agent is suf- 
Acient acknowledgment of the defen- 
diant's debt to the plaintiff, Incurred 
in 1021, to exclude the operation of 
‘the Stntute “of Limitations —whicn 
would otherwise bar this clatm, 

It ls common ground that to dis- 
Plnee the stalutory bar the admissior. 
of Habjlity must) be unconditional 
and unequivocal, 

In Spencer v, Hemmerde, (1922) 
A.C, 507, the general Inw npplicable 
and its historical development were 
elaborately summarised in the House 
of Lords in the speech of Viscount 
Cave (pp. 511-518), in which he de- 
tmonstrated that at any rate since the 
case of Tanner y. Smart, 1827) 6 
B. and ©, 603, (in which case the 
acknowledgment relied on was in 
the words: ‘I cannot pay the debt ut 
present: T will pay us’soon as I can’), 
it has becn rettied law that a written 
nramise to pajgiven within six ycars 
hefore uctlon is'sufcient to take the 
care outside the Limitations Act, and 
that such a promise Is impliled in. is 
shnple acknowledgment of the debt: 
but that where the acknowledgment 
is coupled with other expressions. 
such as a promise to pay ata future 
time, or an absolute refusal to pay, 
It is for the Court to say whether 
they: are suMelent to qualify or 
negative the implied promise to pay. 
(Chitty en Contracts. 19h Edition, 
}. 227), f ; 

The principle of law is clear and 
all the cases reported are merely 
iNustrations of the way the Courts 
have applied ft. It is the. applicatian 
of the principle to particular cases 
which has given rise to doubts and 
diMculties, and will no doubt con- 
tinue to do so, since the written 
acknowledgments most frequently 
relled on are not formal documents 
written with a view to the Statute. 

The document here relled on reads 
as follows:—-Dear Mr, Fung, I wish 
these few lines will And you O.K. 
I regret awfuly that I have not been 
able ta poy one instalment to my 
dear old friend, Mr. Luk, as things 
ware nover -#0 -bad-ns: they: are snow, 
specially for us brokers, To cant 
make énough to live, Have still to 
sell some furniture, &e, to keep xolnit, 
When T-cun, will see you. Write to 
Mr, Luk will you. Een, 

Taking this document as a whole 
1 can rend no more into it than this: 
“Um extremely sorry that owing lo 
poverty I haven't been able ‘to pay 
the due instalments of my debt, but 
a8 soon as I’m in a position to pay 
again VIE come and ses you about it." 

But for the last clause an uncon= 
ditional promise to pay might have 
been Inferred from the defendant's 
Cxpression of regret that he had so 
fay falled to pay, but his actual pro- 
mise amounts to no more than an 
undertaking to pay by instalments if 
and when he is in a position to do so, 

There being no evidence before me 
of his present ability to pay anything 
T hold that defendant's acknowledge 
ment here Is not such as to displace 
the Statutory bar, Where the pro« 
mise is conditional upon the happen- 
ing of a specified event, such as the 
defendant's obtaining means to pay, 
there Js no cause of action on’ the 
promise, and the bar of the statute 
is not excluded, until that event has 
heppenced, or us Lord Tenterden puts 
it more generally in Tanner v. Smart 
(supra nt p. 609): “Upon a peneral 
acknowledgment, where nothing ts 
sild to prevent Ht, a general promise 
to pay may and ought to be implied; 
but Where the party fuards — his 
acknowledgment and accompanies {t 
with an express declaration to pre- 
vent any such Implication, why 
should not the rule expressum facit 
cessare tacltum apply?" 

For these reusons I hold that this 
claim ls Statute barred and there 
must be Judgment for the defendant 


with costs,
